The engineers of the tast!.av Wa- 
ter Company went back into the hills 
on San Pablo creek some six miles 
from Richmond and built the great 
rew San Pablo dam, one of the 
largest earthen dams in the world. 
Along came the recent rains and 
water which, but for the dam, would 
have run away to the bay, was im- 
neounded to form a great lake. 

The dam holding back this great 
lake of water is. or will be when 
entirely finished 1300 feet long, 
165 feet high and 50 feet wide at 
the top. When the lake {s entirely 
filled, it will comprise 850 acres of 
water The siorage capacitv. wi'l 
be more than twice that of Take 
Chabot. which has supplied the wa- 
ter for Oakland, for the past quarter 
of a century 

The outlet of the San Pablo lake 


fs a tunnel larze enough for an 


automobile to drive through and 


three miles long, with its outlet 
and filtrathon plant just south of 
Sunset View cemetery. The tunnel 
is nearing completion and the dis- 
tributing system will be ready early 
‘this year. 

| One of the most interesting fea- 
tures of this $3,000,000 project is 
the method by which the water of 
Wildcat creek is secured. The great 
dam impounds the water of San 
Pablo creek emptying into the bay. 
Wildcat creek runs parallel to San 
Pablo creek and the outlet tunnel 
from the San Pablo lake passes 
‘underneath Wildcat creek, several 
hundred feet below it. <A hole was 
dug down thnvugh this several hun- 
dred feet of solid rock and the re- 
suit of it is that the waters c? 
Wildcat creek so named because it 
is such a turbulent little stream 
when its water is up. instead of 
going down to the bay drop like a 
Niagara down through this shaft into 
the tunnel that will bring it into 
the mains of the Fast Bay Water 
Cmpany for distribution among its 
thousands of patrons
